Viction, a sense of- calling, confidence 
SUsiaincd by knowledge, and previous 
Gxpericnce gained both in the service of 
the synagogue and in the field of batile 
as a chaplain. 


“ Rugged Independence ” 


Referring to the long history of the 
Songregation and to what he called “ its 
independence.” Rabbi  Brodic 
Stressed that the synagogue had always 
Breserved a sense of communal! respon- 
Bibiliiy and an association, with the res! 
of ihe community. in the advancement 
of Judaism. the promotion of learning. 
and the encouragement of philanthropic 
endeavour, 


It was his prayer. the Chief Rabhi 
added. that under the new minister's 
guidance the synagogue would further 


deepen the common effort se ‘that 
Judaism, in belicf and in practice, should 
become a greater reality in their midst. 

Rabb: Casper. after referring to the 
congregation's proud tradition, went .on 
to speak of a twofold task which both 
the minister and a Jewish congregation 
must pursuc together. First, they had to 
reassess the enormous influence which the 
Israel must have on the 
shaping of Jewish hfe everywhere: and, 
secondiy. they had to make the present 
generation aware of the need to submit 


to the old standard of values of Judaism 
and the way in which it defined the 
relationship between man and the Divine. 

The service was conducted by the Rev. 
Isaac Roeg, assisied by the synagogue 
choir, under the direction of Mr. ; 
Moser. Mr. J. Halter was the organist. 

At the reception which followed. the 
President of the congregation. Mr. A. 
Howitt, expressed the hope that with 
new premises in sight and with their new, 
enthusiastic minister, the congregation

should be able to attract those Jews in 
the area who had so far no synagogue 
affiliauon at all. 

he Chief Rabbi, congratulating the 
congregation on starting its own Hebrew 
and religion classes, expressed the hope 
that they would join the London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education and con- 
sequently also assume a larger share in 
the manmmenance of the educational 
sysiem. Recalling that their present 
minister and his two predecessors had 
all been trained by Jews’ College, Rabb: 
Brodie appealed for support of the Cen- 
tenary Fund of “ this premier institution 
of Jewish learning.” 


Congregation’s Support Pledged 


Mr. . Barclay, a Warden, 
pledged the support of the congregation 
for their new minister. 

Rabbi Casper expressed the hope that 
with the building of a new synagogue 
and the establishment of classes within 
their own portals, a great and sacred 
edifice would emerge which would 
hecome a of virile life in 
the centre of London. “The Chief 
Rabbi,”’ he added. “ may count upon our 
fullest. measure of support in mecting 
any challenge to traditional Judat-+m, 
which we are all called upon to meet 
today.” 

The toast of the guests was proposed 
by Mr. Lewis Edwards, the Past 
President. 

Cllr. M. P. Greengross, 
of Holborn, responded. 

Ald. Moss said that now that Rabh: 
Casper had been appointed minister to 
a great and historic synagogue in London 
he would be able to make a greate! 
contribution to Anglo-Jewry as a whole. 

Mr. Friend reminded the gathering 
that Rabbi Casper was the third ministe: 
which his synagogue had “turned out” 
for London—the other two having been 
Rabbis Dr. J. Rabbinowiz and Dr. S. M. 
Lehrman. “ We might perhaps imstitute 
a transfer fee.” he said.

MON FOR THE WEEK 


Issachar and 
Zebulun 


HE central portion of this 
week's Sidra is occupied with 
the Blessing of Jacob. Feel- 

ing his end approaching the old 
Patriarch gathers his sons around 
him and bestows paternal blessings 
upon each of them in turn. The 
rabbis in the Midrash (B.R_ Ixxii) 
note that, while the sons are 
enumerated here in the order of 
their birth, in the case of the fifth 
and the sixth sons, Issachar and 
Zebulun, the order is_ reversed: 
Zebulun is blessed before Issachar, 
althoéugh the latter is the elder of 
the two. 


Curiously, this reversed order is also 
followed by Moses in his farewell 
message {0 the children of Israel, 
when, turning to these two tribes, he 
addresses them in the _ following 
words: “Rejoice, Zebulun, “in thy 
going out, and Issachar, in thy tents.” 
(Deut, xxxni, 18.) 


N interesting homiletic construc- 
tion is built up in the Midrash in 
explanation of this textual curiosity. 


Basing themselves on a verse in 
Chronicles xu. 33. “And of the chil- 
dren of Issachar. men that had under- 


Standing of the times, to know what 
.. the rabbis 
deduce that of all the Tribes it was 
the tribe of Issachar that cultivated 
the study of the Torah above all other 
things. supplying scholars and teachers 
to the whole of Israel. Issachar in 
thy tents” is taken to indicate that 
that tribe preferred the quietness and 
serenity of the home. conducive to 
study and contemplation, to the busy 
life of commerce and maritime trade 
that was the lot of the tribe of 
Zebulun that dwelt at the shores and 
sucked “the abundance of the seas.” 
In due course, the Midrash relates. 
these two tribes became §liinked 
together in a bond of curious partner- 
ship. 


Issachar studied the» Torah, and 
Zebulun plied a trade. What materia: 
wealth the latter gained they would 
share with their brethren of Issachar, 
who, in their turn, would gladly sur- 
render to their benefactors a portion 
of “the world to come.” earned in a 
life devoted to Torah and spiritual 
pursuits. 


In such partnership. the rabbis feit, 
pride of place deservedly belonged to 
7Zebulun: for “he who facilitates 
meditation in the Torah 1s even more 
praiseworthy than he who engages in 


it.” Hence it is Zebulun who is made 
to rejoice first “in his going out”; 
indeed. only because in doing so he 


enables Issachar “to stay in his tent.” 
lrade and commerce is thus hallowed 
and ennobled as the indispensable 
means to learning and scholarship 


AR TNERSHIP between wealth and 
learning has been a characteristic 
feature of Jewish life since ancient 


times. It is the hallmark of Jewish 
history. Issachar and Zebulun are in 
a sense representations of the two 


major qualities of the Jewish people 
by virtue of which it became both 
the People of the Book and a nation 
engaged in world-wide trade. 


Famous figures combining in their 
own person great Jewish scholarship 
with proverbial wealth abound is 
Jewish history. But even as a class 
wealthy merchants stood always in the 
closest relationship with the class of 
scholars, less in the réle of benel actor 
and Maecenas than as real partners in 
a joint enterprise. The Torah being 
“the heritage of the whole congrega- 
tion of Jacob.” its constant study was 
obligatory on all. By sharing his 
wealth with the scholar the merchant 
became his rightful partner in learning 
and scholarship. 


Close partnership between wealth 
and learning js an aim which the 
modern world has set itself to realise. 
In this it js only following, in a wider 
setting, the rabbinic example of 
Issachar and Zebulun.

Israel’s Exclusion 


By a Correspondent 


The decision of the Colombo 
Powers to exclude Israel from the 
forthcoming African-Asian conference 
in Indonesia has caused great dis- 
appointment in Israel, which, of 
course, is keenly interested in Asian 
affairs and has gone out of its way 
to promote diplomatic and trade rela- 
trons with countries in that area. 

The reason for Israel's exclusion 
was given by Mr. Nehru, the Indian 
Premier, who made it clear that while 
Israel fulfilled the necessary qualifica- 
tions for invitation to the conference 
and normally should be invited to 
attend, the sponsoring countries— 
Burma, Ceylon, India, Indonesia, and 
Pakistan—decided that Israel's presence 
might alienate the Moslem States. 

It was essential, he said, that the con- 
ference proceed on a hasis of unanimity. 
Only Burma, apparently, made any 
protest against the exclusion of Israel. 


Pakistan's Hostility 


In the past, Israel's efforts to reach a 
mutual understanding with the powerful 
Asian States have been hampered by 
Pakistan's open hostility and champion- 
sup of the Arab League States, the 
general suspicion of Israel as an outpost 
of imperialism. 

On the credit side, mention should be 
made of the growth of friendly relations 
with countries like Burma, Japan, 
Thailand, and the Philippines. Legations 
have been established in Rangoon, 
Bangkok, and Tokyo, and Israeli Con- 
sulates exist in Bombay and Manila. 
Trade talks are shortly to begin with 
China and valuable commercial links 
have been established with Japan, which 
has already bought Isracli phosphates, 
and with Burma, which has ordered 
manufactured goods. 

Progress has also been made in the 
sphere of cultural exchange. For some 
tume Israel has served as a laboratory 
for a number of Asian countnes which 
have sent experts in various fields’ to 
study modern methods. Trade union 
leaders, parties of journalists, and 
students, even from Pakistan, have visited 
Israel in recent months. 

Against this one must remember the 
hostility of Pakistan and Afghanistan. 
which refuse to recognise Isracl, and the 
unfriendly attttude of Indonesia, which, 
though it has been recognised by Isracl. 
has litth contact with the Jewish State 
and fully supports the general Mosiem 
boycott of Israel. 

Although India has granted recognition 
io «Israel, ws attitude towards that 
country 1s reserved, probably because of 
the influence of its Moslem minority. 
Ceylon, too, has done nothing to show 
that it is anxious to establish a strong 
relationship with Israel. 

Persia, also under some pressure from 
the Arab League countries, withdrew its 
diplomatic representative from Israel 
some time ago, though it has not broken 
off diplomatic relations with the Jewish 
State. 

Asia could, of course, prove a valuable 
market for the growing Isracli export 
industry, but the barrier of Moslem hos- 
ulity must. first he removed.

CONFERENCE 


Israel’s Exclusion 


By a Correspondent 


The decision of the Colombo 
Powers to exclude Israel from the 
forthcoming African-Asian conference 
in Indonesia has caused great dis- 
appointment in Israel, which, of 
course, 1s keenly interested in Asian 
affairs and has gone out of its way 
to promote diplomatic and trade rela- 
tions with countries in that area. 

The reason for Israel's exclusion 
was given by Mr. Nehru, the Indian 
Premier, who made it clear that while 
Israel fulfilled the necessary qualifica- 
tions for invitation to the conference 
and normally should be invited to 
attend, the sponsoring countries— 
Burma, Ceylon, India, Indonesia, and 
Pakistan—decided that Israel's presence 
might alienate the Moslem States. 

It was essential, he said, that the con- 
ference proceed on a basis of unanimity. 
Only Burma, apparently, made any 
protest against the exclusion of Isracl. 


Pakistan's Hostility 


In the past, Isracl’s efforts to reach a 
mutual understanding with the powerful 
Asian States have been hampered by 
Pakistan's open hostility and champion- 
ship of the Arab League States, the 


general suspicion of Israel as an outpost 


of imperialism. 

On the credit side, mention should be 
made of the growth of friendly relations 
with countries like Burma, Japan, 
Thailand, and the Philippines. Legations 
have been established in Rangoon, 
Bangkok, and Tokyo, and Israeli Con- 
sulates exist in Bombay and Manila. 
Trade talks are shortly to begin with 
China and valuable commercial links 
have been established with Japan, which 
has already bought Israclhi phosphates, 
and with Burma, which has ordered 
manufactured goods. 

Progress has also been made in the 
sphere of cultural exchange. For some 
trme Israel has served as a laboratory 
for a number of Asian countries which 
have sent experts in various fields to 
study modern methods. Trade wnion 
leaders, parties of ~ journalists, and 
students, even from Pakistan, have visited 
Istael in recent months. 

Against this one must remember the 
hostility of Pakistan and Afghanistan. 
which refuse to recognise israel, and the 
unfriendly attifaide of iadonesia, which, 
though un has been recognised by Isracl, 
has littl contact with the Jewish State 
and fully supports the general Moslem 
hovcott of Israel. 

Although India has granted recognition 
io its attitude towards that 
country ss reserved, probably because of 
the influence of its Moslem minority. 
Ceylon, too, has done nothing to show 
that it is anxious to establish a strong 
relationship with Israel. 

Persia, also under some pressure from 
the Arab League countries, withdrew its 
diplomatic representative from | Israel 
some time ago, though it has not broken 
off diplomatic relations with the Jewish 
State. 

Asia could, of course, prove a valuable 
market for the growing Isracli export 
industry, but the barrier of Moslem hos- 
lility must first be removed.

WHY JEWRY OPPOSES 


“WORLD CALENDAR” 


New London Booklet 


A booklet giving the reasons why 
the proposals for a “World Calen- 
dar,” now before the Economic and 
Social Council of the United Nations, 
should be rejected, has been issued on 
behalf of the Chief Rabbi's Commiut- 
tee on Calendar Reform. 

The booklet states that the blank day 
proposed in the World Calendar [the day 
hetween December 30 and January | 's 
Suggested as an international holiday 
without a weck-day name] had never 
before formed part of any calendar and 
would break the sequence of the seven- 
day week. A threat to the Sabbath, the 
booklet states. was a threat both to reli- 
gion and ito civilisation. 

The booklet points out that Jews of 
all shades of opinion—from the Orthodox 
to the Libcral—are united in opposition 
to the World Calendar.” 


U.S.A. AMENDED KETUBA 


Our Legal Correspondent writes, in 
connection with the article by a corre- 
spondent on “The United States of 
America Ketuba Controversy,” in our 
last week's issue: 

There would appear to be nothing on 
the face of the “ American Clause” of 
the ketuba which would, if adopted in 
this country. make the document void 
on the grounds that i would be contrary 
to public policy. On the contrary the 
desire expressed in the “ American 
Clause ".is to enable the parties to live 
in accordance with the Jewish Law of 
Marriage and it merely provides the 
machinery to give effect to that end 

Prima facie, the document has nothing 
to do with future divorce between the 
spouses. The “ American Clause” will 
doubtless be tested in due course before 
the Supreme.Court of the United States, 
but in order to make it void on the 
grounds of public policy in this country 
it would be necessary to prevail on the 
Court that the document was not intended 
to preserve the marriage status as if 
states, but its real object was to facilitate 


the termination of that status. In view 
of the language of the “ American 
Clause’ a successful submission might 


prove to be a herculean task.

MOROCCO 


To be Trained in London

YOMTOV OPENING 
OF RESTAURANTS 


Kashrus Commission’s 
Concern 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The opening of Jewish restaurants 
on Yomtov and the importance of 
making the public kashrut-conscious 
in the purchase of bread. cakes, and 
biscuits were among matiers discussed 
at a meeting of the Kashrus Commis- 
sion, over which the Chairman, Mr. 
A. |. Bard, presided, at 4 Creechurch 
Place, London, E.C.3, last week. 


In his report Mr. Bard said that for 
many years they had had, on the one 
hand. to take into consideration a demand 
both by restaurateurs and the public that 
restaurants should open on Yomtov 
and on the other the concern of the 
Beth Din, their Commission, and the 
Orthodox community in general that 
there should be no desecration. 
Additional measures had been taken 
during the year with the appointment of 
extra shomerim to ensure that, as far as 
possible, the laws governing Yomtov 
were not broken. 


The executive, Mr. Bard added, also 
decided to advertise in THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE that members of the public 
who wished to make use of estab- 
lishments under the Kashrus Commission 
should book their meals in advance. They 
also intended to have rotices displayed 
in all such establishments which preferred 
to have their shops open on Yomtov 


Provincial Conferences 


Referring to a visit to the Commis- 
sion by the Secretary of the Manchester 
Shechita Board Mr. Bard said that 
periodical conferences between the 
officers of the four main organisations 
in Britain responsible for kashrut—n 
London, Manchester, Leeds, and Gilas- 
gow—would serve a useful purpose. 

At the end of the financial year at 
the end of December, Mr. Bard said, it 
was anticipated that the Commission's 
total expenditure would be £15,406, 
resulting in an estimated deficit of £52. 

The Assistant Rabbinical Supervisor, 
Rabbi A. Silver, said that the Commis- 
sion held regular meetings with the 
shomerim to keep them up to date on 
the latest food products on the market. 


The problem of the purchase of bread, 
cakes, and biscuits, he said, was also one 
for the public. Every Orthodox house- 
wife realised that she must go only to 
a butcher's shop under the supervision of 
the Board of Shechita. But in buying 
bread, the public appeared not to be 
conscious that the same problems were 
involved. What was the difference if. 
having purchased kasher meat. one ate 
it with bread which might have been 
baked im tins greased with non-kasher 
fat? The Commission was discussing 
the matter with the Beth Din. and they 
hoped that, as far as their caterers were 
concerned, a rule might be made that 
they bought only from bakers under 
proper supervision. 

Rabbi Silver urged the Jewish public to 
co-operate with the Commission by 
drawing to its attention any matter 
appertaining to food at gatherings or 
restaurants which it considered necessary. 
The Commission would deal with it as 
expeditiously as possible.

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THE LOVE OF BOOKS 


By ALEXANDER BARON 


OOKS are the makers of true 

men and women. Between 

the covers of books the 
teachers of mankind, immortal in 
print, enter our homes to discourse 
with us. The love of books is a 
token of character, for it is the love 
of truth, the love of humankind. 
The Jewish people have been for 
millennia the guardians of the 
greatest book of all. From Jewry 
have come some of humanity's 
most illuminated minds. We Jews 
should be exemplars of the love of 
books. In how many of our homes 
does one see evidence of it? 


There are thousands of Jewish 
heuseholds in which books are trea- 
sured. No one is more aware of this 
than the Jewish writer. His travels 
and engagements bring him together 
with many of his own people whose 
pride in their books, whose avid 
interest in literature, and whose acute 
judgments are a constant source of 
pleasure to him. But he also enters 
homes where he may look in vain 
for books. 

Now, does it matter, this absence 
of books? The host in whose home 
no books, or few, are found 1s as hos- 
pitable as any other, and no less estim- 
able in his life and character. If the 
question were put to me, | should 
answer, “ Yes, it does matter. | hope 
1 should not be such an intolerable 
lout as to look down on the man or 
woman who docs not keep books. But 
1 should feel a little sad that someone 
whom I esteem is missing one of the 
great boons and aids of life.” 

Parents’ \ irtues 

1 should be particularly sad if the 
fricnd in question were a parent. No 
one surpasses the Jewish parent in hrs 
desire to give his children every 
advantage in life. The Jewish father, 
whether he is a workman, a pro- 
fessional man, or a business man, will 
slave to the detriment of his lersure 
and his health to give his children the 
best of everything. Need onc wasie 
words in describing the virtues of 
the Jewrsh mother”? Yet many of! 
our fathers and mothers, even while 
they see that their children want for 
nothing in the way of schooling, 
clothing, travel, and entertainment, 
are not aware of the part that books 
play in the cultivating of a young 
human soul 

Perhaps the parents have worked 
their way op in tfe, and achieved 
wonderful things, but without the 
benefit of education. Perhaps they 
are simply too busy for the thought 
of books to enter their minds, Perhaps 
their standards are too - narrowly 


material, focused on the word “ suc- 
cess." The family may be prosperous, 
with a good car outside the house and 
a lavish cocktail cabinet in the lounge, 
but there are no books, or at most 
a few.«locked away behind glass, 
bought to fill the cabinet of that nice 
escritoire which mother bought for 
the drawing-room. 

It is im just such homes—good 
homes, and the homes of good people 
——that one meets the daughter who 
goes dancing in adult and clegant 
clothes when she is fourteen, and the 
son who drives a large car at the age 
of seventeen. The parents are proud 
because their children are “ advanced.” 
and because they have given their 
children “everything.” do not 
quarrel with the parents’ pride. But 
have they done their whole duty ? 
Have they really given their children 
everything ? Are their children truly 
advanced ? I think not. 


“ Success” Not Enough 


It iS not enough im life to be 
“ successful.” To live in happiness 
and dignity one needs a mind 
informed with values and capable of 
mquiry, of understanding. A parent 
has not given his child “ everything ” 
unless he has helped his child to culti- 
vate such a mind: and books are 
essential to the making of such a 
mind. Books at school are not enough. 
They must be in the home, part of the 
young person's natural environment. 
at hand whenever the mood flares up. 
Television and the cinema are not 
enough. Nothing can take the place 
of the printed word. Reading is 
different from viewing or listening. 
Reading iS a collaboration between 
two minds. It js a continua! silent 
discussion between writer and reader. 
The reader's mind is exercised. He 


‘can proceed at his own pace, pause. 


digest. and add his own thoughts to 
those of the writer. The viewer is 
presented with a set of pictures. The 
reader, his imaginatiOn stimulated. 
makes his own pictures in the mind. 
Thus a human personality is enlarged. 

Is it too much to suggest. then. that 
every Jewish home should have a 
good collection of books? No one. 
surely, could object on grounds of 
expense. For one thing, good books 
are a necessity, like schooling and 
medicine. Kor another. many of the 
best books are avdilable in cheap 
editions ; even a top-price edition 
costs no more than a theatre ticket or 
a bottle of wine ; and the book is a 
permanent possession. Two hundred 


books, a reasonable minimum for a 
family houschold. would cost no more 
than a medium-priced television set.

in bulk, of course. The accumulation 
of a library is a labour of love, to 
be spread over years. If you have 
to limit your expenditure, I recom- 
mend a practice of my own : to get 
your books from the library, and then 
to buy those which after a first read- 
ing you know you will always want 
to have by you. 


There may be people who would 
like to lay the foundations of a 
library in their homes but who lack 
the knowledge to choose the right 

In this matter, as in others, 
there js no djsgrace in seeking expert 
advice. If 1 were a paterfamilias in 
this position, | should go togsine 
schoolteacher of one of my children, 
and ask for suggestions ; and | should 
also ask my minister to recommend 
some books which | ought to acquire 
for thejr spiritual value. Thereafter, 
1 should try to take an interest in 
newspaper book pages and radio book 
talks, in order to keep up with what 
is new and worth-while. I might 
suggest, too, that whichever communa! 
organisation belong to should 
include in its programme of lectures 
and discussions a symposium, cither 
of members or invited celebritics, on 
“ Books for the Home.” 


Books that Influenced 


To recommend, in this article, any 
books or authors in particular would 
be an impossible task. It would not 
be inappropriate. however, for me to 
mention a few books of specifically 
Jewish interest which have influenced 
me and may be of value to others. 
When I was a child | went to Hebrew 
classes. The teaching was arid and 
mechanical, and my interest in things 
Jewish wilted as.yitterly as my capa- 
city to enjoy music wilted under the 
efforts of my music-teacher. In 
adolescence | drifted almost com- 
pletely away from Jewish life, Later, 
I came back to a better understanding 
of my faith and the traditions of my 
people, I attribute this partly to the 
persisting influence of sim books 
which were put in my way when |! 
was young. 

The first was “A Book of Jewish 
Thoughts,” by the late Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. J. H. Hertz, an anthology of texts 
and aphorisms which may seem exces- 
sively elementary to those well read 
in Judaica, but which the beginner 
will find both illuminating and 
intensely moving. Then there was 
Josephus’s inspiring history, “ The 
Wars of the Jews,” and Paul Good- 
man's “ History of the Jews.” | found 
in the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen's “ Every- 
mans Talmud,” a _ cheaply priced 
book which gave me the essence (or. 
at least, a glimpse of the essence) of 
the Talmud such as I believe the lay 
English reader can find in no other 
work. Edmond Flegs “Why L am 
a Jew” showed me that Judaism was 
a modern philosophy as well as an 
ancient faith ;: and—this, in fact. came 
much later—-Leon Roth's digest of the 
life and work of Maimonides, “A 
Perplexed.” threw 
further light for me on the relevance 
of my religion to my everyday life. 

Books are guides to the gdod life. 
Our people should be second to none 
in cherishing them, and jn teaching 
their children to cherish them.

HE Routledge Machzor—like 

the Singer Siddur and the 

Hertz Chumash—never fails 
to arouse perennial wonder. Open 
at random any one of those Three 
Books of the Anglo-Jewish liturgy. 
How well you know the passage: 
a phrase, it may be, or a note, or a 
close-knit piyyut transmuted into a 
poem. You feel the same surprise. 
Translation is a miracle before 
which even the sceptic is silent. 
The great books are new every 
season: that, indeed (to adapt a 
word of Israel Baal Shem, cited by 
Glaizer), is their great faithfulness 


It was about the turn of the cen- 
tury that Arthur Davis resolved upon 
a new edition of the Festival Prayers. 
Who he was; what he had in mind; 
his. prodigious labour to produce a 
scholarly text: his choice of transla- 
tors—an act of genius—all this is 
briefly told by Herbert Adler in a 
Memorial Note at the close of the 
Pentecost volume. 


Intensive Research 


Born in Derby in 1846, Arthur 
Davis, in the intervals of practice as 
an engineer, had been making a sus- 
tained study for years of Hebrew 
accents, the Jewish liturgy, and rab- 
binical subjects. He would have an 
accurate Hebrew text, a text based 
upon the Heidenheim Machzor: he 
would consult the manuscripts of the 
thirteenth to the sixteenth centuries. 
A gigantic task, in itself: sufficient to 
make a new edition memorable. But 
a new translation, too. he would seck, 
that, in prose and verse, should 
endeavour to communicate the several! 
and diverse beauties of the medieval! 


piyyutim, so different in language, 
structure, idiom, and style. The diffi- 
culties of translation (as he later 


wrote) appeared almost insuperable. 

Just over fifty years ago, in October, 
1904, the house of Routledge pub- 
lished the first two volumes of “ Ser- 
vice in the Synagogue.” Beginning 
with “ Eve of Atonement” and “ Day 
of Atonement,” Herbert Adler bore 
the difficult and delicate burden of 
editorship. Arthur Davis and Herbert 
Adier prepared the Hebrew text and 
divided the prose between them. From 
an early age, Arthur Davis had taught 
his daughters the love of Hebrew 
poetry: Nina Davis (afterwards Nina 
Salaman) was the authoress of “ Songs 
of Exile.” an exquisite series of trans- 
lations from Jehuda Halevi and others. 
The no less gigantic task and the truly 
creative work of interpreting § in 
English verse the poetry of the liturgy 
was entrusted to the imaginative vision 
of Nina Salaman, Elsie Davis, and 
Israe| Zangwill. 

In April, 1906. while the third 
volume, “ The New Year,” was pass- 
ing through the press, Arthur Davis 
died, at the height of his powers. He 
had left his translation of the prose 
of the three later volumes and a copy 
of the Massoretic text of the Bible 
passages. “ The New Year” appeared 


in the autumn of 1908. Within the 
next three years there followed suc. 
cessively the three volumes on the 
three Pilgrim Festivals. In April, 
1909, “Pentecost” concluded the 
edition. 

The series was planned, as Herbert 

Adler wrote. to render 
“the time-hallowed service of the syna. 
gogue iniclligible even to those who have 
but a small knowledgc of Hebrew and 
lio bring] some of the most beautiful 
of our prayers nearer to the munds and 
hearts of Jewish worshippers.” 
How was this ideal achieved and 
how far is this permanent achievement 
of Anglo-Jewish scholarship contem- 
porancous ” 

The Hebrew text, standing four- 
square im accurate clarity, is a per- 
petual joy to lovers of Hebrew and 
to all who read. Acrostics do not 
hide: proudly the principal letters 
declare their functions. Prose is 
printed as prose, verse as verse. In 
an instant a recurring refrain meets 
the eve. 

Certain Hebrew passages which a 
number of English congregations are 
tending to omit have been excluded. 
Thus, the congregational responses in 
the Priestly Benediction have no 
place; that acrostic invocation is 
absent before the Shotar, and those 
angelic couriers carrying their message 
during the Shofar interludes. In our 
own day those passages are coming 
back to favour and—though some 
may query the couriers—claim restora- 
tion to the rubric. 

In the prose translation Arthur 
Davis and Herbert Adler used the 
Singer Siddur and the Authorised 
Version of the Bible, but no 
infrequently they simplify and find a 
more concrete equivalent Ihe 
spacious nobility of the prose matches 
the grandeur of the several themes 
the cry of Selichot, the awful majesty 
of Unesanneh Tokeph, the philosophic 
splendour of the Seven Hymns of 
Unity.

» Yet the Authorised Version is no 
longer understood by Everyman-——and 
does not the Torah speak according 
to the language of the day’? Ii there 
are those for whom “The Bible in 
Basic English” has a more contem- 
porary appeal, might not the liturg, 
be more understood by many in the 
English of today ? There is no ques- 
tion of any competition, but room tor 
all—both the Davis-Adler version and 
a version revised. 

But it is time to turn to the poems. 

Like the Hebrew text, the transla- 
tions are a perpetual joy. Those who, 
on the Yomim Noraim, seek the solace 
of a book, have an anthology to hand 
Does not the exceptional variety of 
the verse of Nina Salaman and Elsie 
Davis and Israel Zangwill constitute 
almost a Book of Jewish Religious 
Verse”? Zangwills Omnam Ken in 
Kol Nidrei is an equal feat of acrosti- 
cal virtuosity, equal, too, in devotion 
On the other hand, Kalir’s great Doxo- 
logy on Rosh Hashana he does not 
attempt in acrostic, but by the rush 


and rhythm of a seven-lined stanza 
he manages to communicate something 
of the incommunicable: 
“The univers throbs 
pausciess praise, 
Chorus eternal, the Lord is King.” 
And when the choir rises into the 
exullation of Veve esayu, does not the 
Zangwillian verse itself break into 
song ” And what of that Simchat 
Torah gem 
“ The Angels came a-musicring “? 
A children’s song for a children’s 
feast. 
7angwill was, indeed, a Master of 
the Song: ‘Ane‘im Zemirot. Sweet 
hymns shall be my chant... .” He 
touches the heights of the Hebrew: 
for a moment. perhaps, beyond. In 
Adon Olam he is at his greatest: 
“| place my soul within His palm 
Before | sleep as when | wake 
And though my body I forsake, 
Rest in the Lord im fearless calm.” 
Elsic Davis had a gentler muse 
“Lo! as the potter mouldeth plastic 
clay 
though it lack the strength and 
vivacily of the Hebrew, expresses the 
exactitude of this simile of many 
colours.

Most Beloved Name

VISUAL AIDS TO READING 


By J. M. SHAFTESLEY 


OOD books deserve good 
design—a truism under- 
stood by the writers of them 

even before the advent of printing. 
Among the greatest treasures of a 
number of nations are manuscript 
books beautifully written by scribes, 
illuminated in gold and various 
colours, and, many of them, illus- 
trated in addition. It is doubtful 
whether these early books were 
either deliberately or consciously 
“ designed" as we understand the 
term today, but their naturally 
esthetic perfections arose from the 
loving care devoted to each separate 
work by the artists engaged in their 
production. 

With the invention of printing (in 
which, with regard to both lettering 
and layout, the written books were at 
first closely copied), the danger arose 
of a lowering of artistic standards. In 
the mechanical sense. and especially 
when paper came into general use 
instead of parchments and leathers, 
printed sheets must have been the first 
“ mass-produced” goods of the 
modern world, even if the final books 
themselves still had to be made and 
bound individually by craftsmen. A 
badly designed alphabet or a badly 
designed page, therefore. would be 
easily perpetuated, especially as techni- 
cal expertness could not, in the nature 
of things, be very widespread itn the 
early years of the new creation. Badly 
designed type and crude woodcut tllus- 
trations would be used again and 
again, descending from one printer to 
another, until they were worn out. 
Some of the books left to us in this 
category certainly have a quaint 
quality nowadays, but the quaintness 
is due rather to their archaic appear- 
ance than to the innate virtues of the 
design. 

Fortunately there has been a long 
succession of noted type-designers 
during the S00 years of printing his- 
tory, especially in the Latin (or 
“roman”) alphabets. Alphabets had 
long been crystallised by the time that 
printing was discovered. but within the 
limits set by the accepted forms of 
the letters, artists in type have been 
responsible for an amazing variety of 
designs. Hebrew, too, has had its 
designers, but because of the restricted 
demand for Hebrew books (only Jews 
and certain non-Jewish scholars would 
need them) and the restricted nature 
of the Hebrew alphabet, compared 
with the Latin—Hebrew, for instance, 
as we know, does not have separate 
“capital” and small letter series-— 
there was not until comparatively 
recent times the same search after 
differences or experimentation. Utility 
rather than art seems to be the 
criterion for most Hebrew types 

Nor was it unt! fairly recently that 
such apparently extraneous factors as 
legibility and the effect on eyesight of 
various shapes of lettering were taken 
into account by the designer. (In this 
connection, it is interesting to con- 
sider whether there is greater eyestrain 
inheregt in the printed Latin alphabets 
or the Hebrew: in the former. with 
the normal stress on the thicker 
upstrokes and downstrokes, the vision

Not only type 
itself, but also the 
layout of the pages 
and the book in 
general have be- 
come more and 
more a preoccupa- 
tion with designers, 
in order to get the 
most pleasing, 
artistic, and legible 
effects possible. 
Apart from Euro- 
pean and American 
progress this 
direction, the 
renaissance of 
Hebrew has given 
encouragement to 
modern printers jn 
Israel, where there 


Krijer, in “ King of Schnorrers” 


has been a growing 
appreciation of the art of typography. 
if not so much yet in their newspapers, 
then at least in many of their books. 

Illustrations, too,. may form ap 
integral part of the book beautiful. 
It cannot be denied that the majority 
of readers afe attracted by pictures 
before letterpress. and a graphic illus- 
tration will often tell_at a glance a tale 
that it might take hundreds of words

to describe, and then not so strikingly. 
Pictures can undoubtedly lend life to 
a book; think of our innumerable 
illustrated Hagadot. All the points 
mentioned above are exemplified in 
one way or another by a number of 
books recently issued. 

To the Book of Books. the Bible. 
pictures have been added in a new 
edition, edited by John Stirling and 
published at 7s. 6d. 
by the British and 
Foreign Bible So- 
ciety. This Bible 
contains the Oldand 
New Testaments, 
which rules it out 
for normal Jewish 
use. But as a typo- 
graphical experi- 
ment it is addition- 
ally interesting. Not 
only is the text 
interspersed with 
simple drawings (by 
Horace Knowles). 
but it has been set 
in accordance with 
a “visual aid” prin- 
ciple. Two changes 
from the ordinary 
have been made. 
the first, which the 
publishers admit 
has been often done 
before, being the 
arrangement of the 
text in paragraph 
form instead of the 
usual division into 
verses, and there 
are restrained sub- 


headings to mark the flow of the story. 
The second change consists of the use 
of different sizes of type to mark the 


main stream of the story (in two 
columns to the page) from the more 
difficult, 


abstruse, or genealogical 
portions (in three columns to the 
page). The treatment reminds me 
somewhat of the American Jewish - 


Publication Society's volume of a few 
vears ago. “Pathways Through the 
Bible.” although this latter is admit- 
tedly a summarised form only and its 
beautiful illustrations (by the late 
Arthur Szyk) are on separate pages 
and less intimately bound up with the 
narrative 

From Israel (Gazith Publishing 
Company. Tel Aviv) comes a new 
volume in Hebrew on “Alva,” by 
Yehuda Haezrachi, written also by 
way of comment on 41 of Alva’s 
characteristic .abstractionist paintings 
or drawings which are reproduced in 
it. A pleasant, “fat” Hebrew alpha- 
bet is used. in good, open layout, on 
a heavy deckle-edged paper thoroughly 


_ suited to the typographic treatmeni. 


Ihe binding is also in keeping—a 
heavy, greyish, coarse-grained linen. 
A grey, but much finer-grained 
linen, impressed with illustration and 
lettering in brick-red and black, also 
covers the hatest edition of Israel Zang- 
will’s “ King of Schnorrers,” published 
by the Rodale Press, New Bond 
Street,. London (distributors André 
Deutsch, Ltd.), at £1 Is. The typo- 
graphy of this new edition is extremely 
pleasant, in a Continental style: it is 
designed and amusingly illustrated by 
Henk Krijger. The large-size and well- 
known Scotch Roman type 
eminently readable as a _ book-face, 
and if—as it certainly should—it 
attracts more and more readers to 
Zangwill’s masterpiece of drollery it 
will have served an even better turn.

HY don't you write 
more about Jews?” 

That's a question | am 

sometimes asked. There is only one 
reply. I write about what | must. 
A character or an idea catches my 
fancy ; imagination is fired .. . and 
the heart of the book lies before 
me. If a Jew takes his place natur- 
ally in the train of events, then there 
he will be; if he is not needed, he 
must not be dragged in by the hair. 
Truth I take to be the underlying, 


unmoving principle of the writers 
craft. He must write about what he 
knows and what he understands. And 


this Knowledge, this understanding, 
must be fired by imagination 

Truth, of course, is rare! 
lute thing. When the writer produces 
a book that rings true, it is done by 
giving the illusion of life and not a 
chunk out of life. A piece of real 
life incorporated into a novel. is likels 
to stand out as the one untrue thing 
in it. This is hecause everything must 
be in proportion, and the proportions 
in a work of art are not the propor- 
tions of life 

That is why, though I write about 
the Aind of people I mect. I don't ever 
write about tie people meet. think 
about the sort of people I know and 
how they would react in certain 
circumstunces—not in actual circum- 
stances. but in imagined though very 
real circumstances. 

Here is. an example. A line or

@ren of a woman who had been 
hanced for murder. A whole train 
of thought was immediately set up. 
How did these children How 
much did thev understand What 
would become of them? How would 
the world look to them now and 
how would they face the world?

to know | consulted books on 
criminal procedure, corresponded with 
lawyers, with social workers, and with 
clergvmen. Then I had to make my 
selection—-not to bludgeon with ugli- 
ness. nor vet to smooth over, but to 
give the authentic prick of pity and 
horror—to give the illusion of life. 


The “ Deaf” Child 


A child lav contented in his cot. 
There was a sudden sharp noise, but 
he paid no attention. I asked mysell, 
horrified, could this child, this happy, 
normal-seeming child, be deaf ? 

Mercifully he was not deaf, He 
was merely more interested in_ the 
play of light striking trom looking- 
glass to ceiling. But supposing 
he had been deaf? What of his 
mother and his father? What of the 
child himself ? How would his deatf- 
ness affect this happy, carefree 
family 

Again the spark of imagination was 
fired: my thoughts dwelt incessantly 
on a deaf child's reactions, his resent- 
ments. his frustrations. A child out- 
side society. How to bring him 
within the warm life of the com- 
munity. to turn the anti-social little 
creature into a full member of 
society ? How to get at all beyond 
the fast-shut gate of his ears ? 

1 had a littl knowledge, but not 
much. I did, indeed, know a deaf 
child and had seen others. But | 
needed to know a great deal more 
of the psychology of the deaf child, 
of his opportunities and his capabili- 
ties. before I could write the book 
that insisted on being written. I hunted 
for knowledge in books and through 
clinics, | found understanding in the 
advice of those who work with the 
deaf. And, when I was ready, | 
wrote “The Day is Ours.” AS a 
result I had the largest mail I have 
ever received-—letters from the deaf ; 
from societies for the deaf; from 


friends of the deaf: from parents, 
from teachers, and from the children. 

This book was broadcast, so that 
it might reach a wider audience, and

When | began to write my lates! 
novel, | had a more or less definitc 
character in mind. Henry V. great 
soldier and lawgiver: merciful and 
very devout: a man of-honour er 
tainly he was all these things 
times. A soldier, but 
gangster; he was merciful and merc: 
less: he was untruthful when «J 
pleased him, disioval when tt was 
expedient, humbie and arrogant. I 
is for the novelist to reconcile these 
opposites ; to find why Henry behaved 
sometimes in this way and smetimes 
in that: to make him a real, living 
creature. 

Ihe responsible writer writes the 
truth as he sees it: he never 
character to fit plot Sometimes 
indeed, it is the character who sets the 
course : he does. not what the write: 
thinks he should do. but what hr 
own nature demands he must do 
Whether the character be Jew or Naz;

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THE NOVELS OF AGNON

ITERARY forms of expres- 
sion in the last icw decades 
in what is now ‘called Israe! 


may conveniently be grouped into 
two main categories, the one bear- 
ing the stamp of the Diaspora and 


the other that of the Land of Israel. 


—the impress of the first. being, 
however, the -more -conspicuous 
This is natural enough A good!, 
number of the more gifted authors 
now residing in. Israel were born 
and reared in the Diaspora, and 
when in quest of material for some 
literary creation is to. the 
Diaspora, with which they are 
acquainted, that they usually turn 
Only a few of these authors 
mainly poets—-have succeeded in 
divesting themselves completely of 
this past of theirs and in clinging, 
like their robust Israeli-born 
younger colleagues, to the palpable 
realities of the country. 

Agnon, who was born in Eastern 
Galicia in 1888 and settled in the then 
Palestine when he was about 21 
belongs to the first category. By tar 
the greater part of the texture of his 
numerous novels is woven round and 
consists of scenes, types, and notions 
drawn from the Chassidic ghetto life 
of the Jews in his native Galicia. 
The Land of Israel, when in evidence 

and in a number of his works it 
1S in considerable evidence— 1s 
generally conditioned by the spiritual 
colour as perceived by the author in 
his youth, 


Strong Characteristics 


In his writings, Agnon, who is no 
doubt the greatest Hebrew novelist 
alive, 1s very readily distinguishable. 
Even the shortest story of his will 
suffice to reveal his strong. peculiar 
characteristics. In the comparatively, 
young Modern. Hebrew iiterature. 
where but a scanty tradition exists of 
belles-lettres, Agnon is not the only 
one who has to create many of his 
own tools for his work, and it should 
not prove hard to identify at least 


half a dozen of the more gifted 
authors through the peculiarities 
present in pieces of gnonymous 
writing. Agnon’s peculiarities, how- 


cer, are more numerous and more 
marked, so that at times even a few 
lines of his will yield pronounced 
“Agnonic” features. 

The harmony in the component 
parts of his writings is a very promi- 
nent feature. Each novel or short 
story of his is permeated with its own 
special harmony in style, as well as 
in subject-matter. This feeling of 
harmony exists also between style and 
subject-matter. They appear to be 
inseparable and create an atmosphere

The author 
in true Chassidic fashion, is here seen 
busily gathering the smallest particles 
of silver out of huge heaps of dross 
Moreover, he does not neglect even 
the dross; it is being rescued and 
lurbished all the time, the author 
being ever conscious of the precious 
in the vile. His characters, with a 
few exceptions, are kind, benevolent 
and contented with their lot. Unlike 
his predecessors Perez and Berdi 
chevsky, who portrayed the bright side 
of Chassidism as outsiders.

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JEWISH LAW & THE USE OF PRINT 


By Rabbi Dr. H. J. ZIMMELS 


HE invention of printing has 
been greeted by the rabbis of 
the subsequent centuries with 
an enthusiasm such as no other art 
has evoked. The historian David 


Gans (d. 1631), a pupil of R. 
Moses Isseries, writes in_ his 
“Zemah David”: 

“Typography was invented in 


Mayence by the Christian Johannes 
Gutenberg, of Strassburg. in the first 
year of the pious Emperor Frederick, 
in the year 5200—i.¢., 1440 C.E. 
Blessed be He who favours men with 
knowledge and teaches mortals under- 
standing, blessed be He whose great 
lovingkindness towards us is mani- 
fested in such a great art for the 
benefit of mankind which has not its 
like and nothing among the sciences 
and arts in the world could equal 

R. Joseph Teomim (d. 1793) makes 
the following remark in the introduc- 
tion to his commentary ~™ Peri 
Megadim ”: “ We are much indebted 
to the printers because. without their 
printing, the Holy Law would have 
been forgotten in the troubles of the 
times, God forbid. May many bless- 
ings rest on their heads ioe 
commentator of the Mishna, R. Israec! 
Lipschuetz (d. 1860), places Guten- 
berg among the pious Gentiles who 
have merited a portion in the world 
to come. 


New Problems 


Along with the advantages which it 
brought, the invention of printing 
raised a number of problems unknown 
until then. The fundamental problem 


was whether printing should be 
regarded as writing or not A decision 
in the affirrsative would have 


amounted to permission to use print- 
ing in all religious matters requiring 
writing A decision in the negative. 
however. would have deprived prinied 
books of their religious character and 
exposed them to desecration. We shill 
see that the rabbis of various centuries 
were divided on this issue.. The prac- 
tice finally adopted has been jn all! 
cases to follow the stricter course. 
[he nature and range of the ques- 


tions Which occupied the rabbis of 
various countries from the sixteenth 
to. «mineteenth centuries may be 


judged from the following selection 
(1) Under what category of the 
39 classes of prohibited work on the 
Sabbath are printing, setting, and 
correcting (i.¢c., replacing wrong letters 
by the correct ones) to be placed” 
The answer given by one rabbi is that 
printing on the Sabbath should be 
regarded as “ writing ” on the Sabbath. 
that he who sets transgresses the pro- 


hibition of “ building.” and that the 
corrector makes himself guilty. of 
‘selecting and transgressing some 


other prohibitions, 

(2?) Is setting permitted to be done 
on Chol Hamoed ? The decision given 
by the rabbi questioned in the 
affirmative, since setting itself cannot 
be considered as “ writing.” Accord- 
ing to a decision given by some rabbis. 
a Jewish printing firm is not allowed 
to let its workmen perform printing 
on those days, since it does not count 
as dahar haabed (a business which 
cannot be postponed without irre- 
trievable loss). 

(3) What is the warrant for dis- 
arranging the set of letters constituting 
the Tetragrammaton after printing ? 
Is this not a transgression of Deut. xii. 
4 (prohibition of destroying God's 
Name)? The answer is that since the 
letters are set in a reversed order the 
prohibition does not apply. 

(4) May one have his work printed 
by a non-Jewish printer who émploys 
Jewish workmen working on the 
Sabbath? R. Jacob Ettlinger decided 
(1863) in the affirmative. One rabbi 
decided that one has to be careful not 
to use religious books printed by 
Jews on the Sabbath. 

(5S) According to the Talmud, every 
Jew is bound to have a Scroll of the 
Law written for himself. In the 
Middle Ages a decision was adopted 
that one fulfils this dutv even better 
by buying Bjble, Mishna, Talmud. 
and commentaries. The question then 
arose whether this ruling applied to 
printed books as well. Answers to this 
were given in both the affirmative and 
the negative. 

(6) An interesting question is the 
following: has the author of a rab- 
binic book after it has been printed 
to recite the benediction “ Shehe- 


1S: 


cheyanu”? One rabbi decided in the 
affirmative; according to another 
rabbi, one should do so omitting 
shem u-malchut. 

(7) The following problem caused 
some searching of heart: must printed 
books be regarded with the same 
respect as written ones—that is to 
say. must improper behaviour be 
avoided in their presence and must 
they be saved from a burning house 
by being taken into another court- 
yard on the Sabbath? The answer 
was in the affirmative. 

(8) Has one to perform Keriah (tear- 
ing one’s garment) when seeing them 
burned deliberately, as in case of a 
Sefer Torah. Tefillin, etc.? On this 
there is a difference of opinion. 

(9) How should old and torn books 
be guarded against profanation ? 
How should they be disposed of, since 
putting them into a “geniza” was 
practically impossible kecause of the 
danger of fire? In Metz they were 


put originally in containers which 
were deposited at the cemetery. They 
were, however, stolen by Gentiles. 


who used them for their own profane 
purposes, and consequently R. Jacob 
Reischer (d.- 1733) decided that torn 
and useless books might be burned 
and their ashes buried. R. Ezekiel 
Katzenellenbogen, however. showed 
that burning them was prohibited and 
that only interment was allowed. 
This decision was generally followed 
thenceforward. Special societies were 
formed (hebhrot shemot) whose. task 
was to look after the shemot 
books and pages containing the Name 
of God). I remember that the hebra 
shemot in my birthplace in Galicia 
to arrange a procession on the 
before the eve of Yom Kippur 
(called sheloshe esre middot) carrying

cemetery and accompanied bv the 
“Kele Zemer” (Jewish musicians) of 
the town Before the burial of the 
shemot an address was delivered by 
the local. rabbi. 


Disposal of Proofs 


Similar questions were discussed by 
various rabbis (sixteenth to nineteenth 
century) about the disposal of the 
proots, In the proofs used 
to be put into the covers of the books 
in order to guard them against pro- 
fanation. However, R. Samuel de 
Medina (d. 1589), and similarly also 
other rabbis. strongly opposed this 
practice, on the ground that often the 


‘covers had to be cut to be adjusted 


to the book, and that mm the process 
some parts of the proofs fell off and 
were trodden on. Furthermore, when 
stuck together, the.“ Names” con- 
tained in the proofs are “ rubbed off.” 
which likewise was prohibited. Finally. 
when the book was torn and not used 
any more, the covers were thrown 
away, 

In Prague the non-Jewish printer 
used to sell his proofs to shopkeepers 
for wrapping their goods, but he was 
warned by the Beth Din to refrain 
from doing so. According to some 
rabbis the proofs possessed the Same 
holiness as printed books and must 
therefore be buried. R. Isaac Elhanan 


Spector (d. 1896) and R. Naphtali 
Zebi Judah Berlin (the Nezib— of 
Volozhin, d. 1893) were more lenient 
and permitted them, with certain 


qualifications, to be burnt. 

Great attention was paid by the lead- 
ing rabbis of Palestine, Turkey, Italy, 
Germany, and Poland from the six- 
teenth to the nineteenth centuries to the 
question whether religious requisites 
such as a bill of divorce, a Scroll of 
Esther, a Scroll of the Law. Tefillin. 
and Mezuzot, might be printed instead 
of written by hand. Four distinct 
rulings, each more stringent than the 
last, were given on the subject : (a) 
that print is permissible in all cases. 
[his was the view of R. Yom Tob 
Lippman Heller (d. 1654) ; (b) that only 
a Scroll of Esther and a bill of divorce 
may be printed. One of the reasons 
for the prohibition against using 
print for a Scroll of the Law, Tefiliin, 
and Mezuzot is that they have to be 
written in a special order, as also have 
the Names of God, which is not pos- 
sible when they are printed: (c) a 
third rabbi ruled that the permissi- 
bility of printing even a bill of divorce 
applies only in a case of he-diabad : 
(d) a fourth decision was in the nega- 
tive even in a diahad case. Because 
of this it became the general practice 
to refrain from permitting the use of 


print for any written documents 
required by the Law. 

Questions about the use of religious 
books printed by Gentiles were dis- 
cussed by the rabbis of the sixteenth. 
eighteenth centuries. The rabbis in 
Turkey were very strict indeed and 
prohibited praying and learning from 
them. Other authorities, however. 
decided that they possess the same 
holiness as those printed by Jews. 

Similar qQuesiions were raised in the 
last century in Turkey and Hungary 
about the use of Bibles printed by 
the missionaries in London. The 
rabbis in Smyrna prohibited their use 
(1827). In Constantinople people 
refrained from using them. Other 
rabbis, however, permitted their use. 
One rabbi maintained that the Bibles 
prynted by the missionaries might be 
used and must not be destroyed if the 
workmen printing them did not know 
of the intention of the editors. He 
added, however, that one ought to 
refrain from using them (1841). 

Purely legal questions connected 
with copyright also arose. The editors 
of books used to provide themselves 
with haskamot and haramot prohibit- 
ing others from printing the same 
work for the next ten or I5 years. 
In spite of this, many arguments arose 
about the copyright. The first case 
of the kind we hear of was one put 
before R. Moses Isseries by R. Meir 
of Padua (1550). Ihe latter had 
printed the “Mishne Torah” of 
Maimonides and when the work was 
completed another printer started to 
edit the same work again. Another 
incident which caused a great con- 
troversy, in which most of the leading 
rabbis were involved, arose in the last 
century between the printers in Slavita 
(Schapira) and those in Vilna (Romm) 
over the publication of the Talmud. 


Dispute with Heirs 
R. Isaac Schmelkes (nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries) was called upon 
to decide the case of a man who had 
printed the Aidduschim (Novellae) of a 


deceased scholar without! 


the permis- 
sion ot his heirs. The question arose 
whether the terms “robbery” and 
‘inheritance applied to him. After 


a lengthy discussion the rabbi decided 
in tavour of the heirs. 

Finally, mention should be made o! 
questions concerning periodicals and 
newspapers as discussed by the rabbis 


Ihe question arose whether such 
periodicals (gazetien) might be read 
on the Sabbath. While a rabbi in 


Moravia (seventeenth century) decided 
in the negative, R. Jacob Emden (d. 
1727) permitted their reading on the 
Sabbath, particularly in the time ol 
war, since one had to know what was 
going on in the world around. How- 
ever. one should refrain from reading 
those parts which deal with business, 
R. Moses Schick (second half nine- 
teenth century) was asked by two 
rabbis in Hungary whether one might 


read a newspaper printed on the 
Sabbath. He decided in the negative 
if one had subscribed to the paper, 


since in this case it had been printed

ing piquant matters. Here he will 
tone down things, removing prickles 
and bristles, so to speak, without. 
however, impairing the real picture. 
Descriptions of love affairs. are most 
iiluminating im this respect. Sen- 
suousness. 1s taboo. Witness, for 
instance, the description of relations 
between Repha’el Hassofer and his 
barren wife. Something like a feeling 
of holiness hovers over them. How 
far removed is this description from 
that of David Frishman’s, which also 
tells about a Sofer SeTaM. where 
Lilith, queen of demons, loiters near 
continually. 

Agnon’s form of description should 
prove of special interest in this 
country, when judges and juries are 
busy with prosecutions for “ obscene 
libel ” and blue pencils are worn down 
in Bloomsbury ; when, in the words 
of the London correspondént of the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, “ publishers 
dither daily about whether the word 
‘legs’ should be changed into 
“limbs” or whether ‘bosom’ is safe 
in certain contexts.” 

Agnon’s humour also has a special 
flavour. Unlike some of his predeces- 
sors as well as some of his contem- 
poraries’ humour, which draws ringing 
laughter from the reader, his produces 
only a smile on the lips—a smile which 
is Often mingled with a feeling of sym- 
pathy for the saintly. kindly, and 
innocent characters who move about 
in clusters, bustling and struggling in 
search of their living.

DURING 1954 there were several welcome 
signs of cultural progress and expansion in 
the community.

In_ recent 
months a very notable enterprise was the 
“From the Land of the Bible Exhibition ” 
which has just terminated at the British 
Museum. This has attracted thousands of 
visitors of different creeds, and has brought 
home to all the significance of Jewry’s contri- 
bution to civilisation. 


It is, therefore, with 
favourable auspices and many opportunities 
that we enter upon 1955, and next week's 
celebration of Jewish Book Week comes 
appropriately to encourage us to renewed 
endeavour. 

This will be the third dnnual celebration 
of the Week: and sincere congratulations 
and gratitude are due to the Jewish Book 
Council, which has now successfully estab- 
lisheG this new and important event in our 
communal Particulars will be 
found elsewhere in this issue of the pro- 
gramme of public events which has been 
planned by the Council. It is hoped, too, that 
this festival of books wall be widely observed 
in the home circle, where a love of good litera-

Yet such “ audio-visual ™ 
r to culture can never adequately take 
the place of the printed page. In some of 
their less happy manifestations they are a 
symptom of the growing mechanisation of

dehumanisation of living personalities. All 
he more urgent, therefore, is the need to 
preserve the spiritual influence of the book, 
which gives free expression to the thought 
of the writer and evokes a living response 
from the reader.

It reminds the Jewish public of the real 
benefits and pleasures which are to be 
derived from the reading of Jewish books.

ASIAN CONFERENCE 


Tue decision of the Colombo Powers, 
albeit against Burma's advice, to exclude 
Israel from the African-Asian conference 
to be held next April in Jakarta, is an 
important victory for the intransigent Arab 
League States and a setback to Israel in its 
efforts to establish closer ties with the Asian 
countries. This regrettable example of politi- 
cal ostracism is due to the uncompromising 
attitude of the Arab nations, which, for 
example, have succeeded in persuading 
a country such as Persia to withdraw. its 
diplomats from Tel Aviv. Israel, as Mr. 
Neuru, the indefatigable Indian Premier, 
has admitted, undoubtedly possesses the 
necessary qualifications for invitation to the 
conference. And, as one of the most 
enlightened and progressive States in the 
region, one which has repeatedly stretched 
out the hand of friendship to the Asian 
nations, it surely did not deserve such 
shabby treatment from the sponsoring coun- 
tries—Ceylon, India, Indonesia, Pakistan, 
and Burma—which, like the Jewish State, 
have themselves only recently gained inde- 
pendence. The main avowed objective of 
the Jakarta conference is to promote good 
will and co-operation among nations in Asia 
and Africa and to investigate and to develop 
their common interests and subsequently to 
establish friendly and neighbourly relations. 
But because of the unfortunate Moslem 
hostility, particularly on the part of Pakistan, 
which regards itself as the “ Big Brother” 
of the Arab League Staies, Israel has, with 
few exceptions, been repeatedly snubbed by 
the Asians, who, in spite of their desire for 
Asian-African unity, have apparently thought 
it worth while to ignore Israel, It is often 
overlooked that the bias of the Arab countries 
against Israel is not merely a local matter 
for the Middle East which can be kept in a 
watertight compartment. The troubles and 
intrigues in that area have a far wider effect 
which has increasingly bedevilled international 
politics. It is obvious that conditions will 
not change really for the better until the 
elusive peace settlement between Jews and 
Arabs 1s achieved. The Western Powers, as 
was revealed recently, have at last made 
some tentative attempts behind the scenes 
to bring about a reconciliation of some sort. 
But the Asian Powers, too, have a respon- 
sibility, and the Jakarta conference might 
well consider this very problem if it is 
sincere in its desire to promote co-operation 
and good will among the nations. 


MEMORIALS 


rHe Israeli Rabbinate called this week for 
the observance of the Tenth of Tebet— 
historically the fast of the Jewish calendar 
which recalls the beginning of N&BUCHAD- 
NEZZAR'S siege of Jerusalem—as a day of 
mourning for the millions of Jewish martyrs 
who in our own day perished in Europe. 
This is not the first occasion on which the 
rabbis have decreed days of mourning, as 
the Fast of the Ninth of Av (Tisha b’Avy), 
the nine days and the three weeks preceding 
it, and the Fast of Tebet itself bear witness. 
The disaster which has overtaken our people 
in our own day is as pitiful and as evocative 
of prayer and supplication as any of the 
earlier tragedies. It is right that some form 
of solemn commemoration should be estab- 
lished, and it is sad to reflect that in the 
frantic hurry of the world the destruction 
of human life on a ghastly scale should 
now be so largely forgotten. If the obser- 
vances of Judaism have engraved the remem- 
brance of past tragedies on Jewish hearts. 
the perpetuation of that remembrance by 
physical monuments has not hitherto been 
thought necessary. We are somewhat doubtful 
of the wisdom of the present tendency to 
reverse that tradition. The project for the 
erection in Paris of a monument to the 
Unknown Jewish Martyr is one that has 
received a fair degree of support, and its 
completion has been advanced by a sub- 
Stantial grant from the Claims Conference : 


but whether the particular location or even 
the whole concept is unassailable is open 
to argumént. On Mount Zion itself, in 
Jerusalem, within the building said to house 
King Davip’s tomb, there has been set up a 
“Cave of Catastrophe,” in which prayers 
on the Fast day were recited this week. No 
one wishes to underestimate the extent of the 
tragedy of European and other Jewries or 
to impugn the sincerity of feeling which lay 
behind the arrangement of this “gCave,” with 
its: macabre exhibition of relics ‘of the holo- 
caust. But, with all due reverence, can 
such a monument, Which already begins to 
look shoddy to some of the pilgrims, take 
the place of the grievous memories and 
spiritual recollections that are inherent in 
other less material Jewish commemorative 
customs ? May we not plead, as we have 
done before, that, once and for all, the 
rabbinates everywhere agree to assign, with 
the necessary prayers and services, Tisha 


b’Av, with its already important reminders, 


as a Jewish day of recollection of all its 
martyrs and cease to build transient ad hoc 
memorials ? 


MAIMONIDES 


INCLUDED in next week’s~English pro- 
gramme by Kol Zion Lagola (as announced 
on page 24) is a. broadcast in com- 
memoration of the 750th anniversary—which 
occurs on Friday next-—-of the death of 
MAIMONIDES. Listeners in this country will 
be specially interested in the talk next Monday 
evening by Dr. CHAIM RABIN on the work 
of this greatest of medieval Jewish philo- 
sophers. It will be remembered that a year 
ago an impressive ceremony was. held at the 
grave of MAIMONIDES in Tiberias. With the 
support of the Israeli Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs, a campaign was then launched for 
the establishment of a Yad Rambam, to 
serve as a centre for scholarly research. 
Next week will witness the inauguration in 
Israel of a comprehensive programme of 
activities to mark the commencement of a 
Rambam Year. A number of celebrations 
have already been held throughout the 
world. In Diisseldorf, for example, last 
July a meeting was held that was attended 
by the Federal West German President, 


- Professor Heuss, together with many lead- 


ing representatives of public life and 
scholarship. On that occasion Rabbi Dr. 
Leo Bareck delivered the principal com- 
memorative address. In this country, lec- 
tures and study groups have been arranged 
by various organisations and have attracted 
good attendances. Special articles on the 
subject have been contributed during the 
year by Rabbi Dr. A. ALTMANN and other 
authorities to the columns of this paper. 
Generally, the memory of MAIMONIDES is 
being worthily honoufed, and doubtless 
further tribute will be paid to his name during 
the forthcoming Jewish Book Week. More, 
however, is required than mere lip-service to 
one who so splendidly and courageously 
reinterpreted Judaism for the Jewry of his 
own generation. Now, 750 years later, we 
are desperately in need of teachers who will 
follow in his spirit and provide.a “ Guide 
to the Perplexed ” in our very different times.

spread pleasure will be felt at the inclusion 
in the New Year Honours List of the name 
of Basi. HENRIQUES. The knighthood that 
the QueEN has bestowed upon him will 
everywhere occasion the liveliest satisfac- 
tion. It comes as the reeognition of devoted 
work in the service of his fellows. Through- 
out his career—particulars of which are 
given on the opposite page—he has never 
ceased to give utterance to the religious 
faith that has been his constant inspiration. 
In all his work for the public another bene- 
ficent influence has likewise been present. 
His marriage to Rose Loewe in 1916 
brought him a helpmate who shared to the 
full.in his ideals and endeavours. She was 
imbued with the same enthusiasms for 
religious and social service and she co-oper- 
ated wholeheartedly in her husband's pioneer 
work in the East End. With her under- 
standing of painting and music she also 
made her own specific contribution to the 
famous Settlement of which they were the 
co-founders.

About Books 
JEWISH ICONOGRAPHY 


A Jewish Iconography. By ALFRED Ri pens 
The Jewish Museum. £5 5s.

Mr. Alfred Rubens is already known for his 
scholarly work on “ Anglo-Jewish Portraits.” 
He now spreads his net wider and in a new 
volume gives us a series of ceremonial! prints. 
costume plates, engraved portraits (not only 
Anglo-Jewish), and satires covering five cen- 
turies of Jewish social history. The material 
relating to England still predominates, not only 
because it was more readily accessible but 
because caricature in its full flower is largely 
an English affair. 

The book is based largely on Mr. Rubens’s 
very extensive private collection, but he has had 
the use of the card index of the Solomons Col- 
lection at the Jewish Theological Seminary, 
New York. and he has included illustrations 
from selected books in other hands. His own 
collection began, he tells us, in a very interest- 
ing.way. Some thirty years ago he acquired 
the habit of browsing during his lunch-time in 
the bookshops near the Mansion House, and in 
one of them he unearthed a faded mezzotnt 
portrait of a London rabbi. He began to look 
for others and, striking further afield. found 
in H. A. J. Breun’s printshop in Greek Street. 
Soho, a marvellous collection of engraved 
portraits. Breun was a printseller of the old 
schoo! with a real interest in his stock. Hits hile 
work was the compilation of a scholarly cata- 
logue which, after his death in 1933, was 
acquired by the British Museum. 

But Mr. Rubens did not confine himself to 
one shop even of this kind. His search led him 
to English provincial towns and to places on 
the Continent. He was lucky enough to have 
the pick of the Spencer-Churchill collection 
when it was broken up, and he was able to 
acquire many items from the Hermann 
Gollancz and Elkan Adler collections. Perhaps 
his best haul (to use his own phrase) was. in 
1937 when he discovered in New York the 
remaining stock of Evans, the leading English 
printseller in the early part of the nineteenth 
century It will be seen that he has spared 
neither pains nor expense to make himsell 
master of his subject. 

And what a fascinating subject it is: the 
impact of the Jew on Western life and culture ! 
It is unfortunate of course that the various 
processes of reproduction, engraving. etching. 
and the like, were not invented earlier. The 
earliest prints reproduced date from the closing 
years of the fifteenth century. They are two 
rather crude woodcuts representing ~“ The 
Ceremony of Tashlik”™ and the interior of a 
synagogue. Both are dated 1508. But long 
before this the Jews had made their influence 
felt in literature. in medicine, and in culture 
generally. Indeed there is not much exaggera- 
tion in the statement that Europe was re-civilised 
after the Dark Ages by the Jews of Moslem 
Spain. 


Religious Ceremonies 


What excited the curiosity of non-Jews in the 
period of the Renaissance was the whole subject 
of Jewish ceremonial. In the Middle Ages the 
common Christian opinion had been that such 
ceremonial included an act of ritual murder 
Such absurdities were now happily exchanged 
for a rational curiosity, and we find a whole 
succession of books in the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries purporting to depict and 
explain what went on inside the synagogues. 
A most valuable part of Mr. Rubens’s volume 
is devoted to such representations. Another 
interesting section deals with that familiar figure 
all over Europe and the Near East: the Jewish 
pediar. One section which may cause surprise 
is concerned with boxing. As Mr. Rubens 
points out, the brutality and violence which 
characterised the London streets during the 
eighteenth century produced one strange result : 
Jews were so frequently assaulted that they were 
compelled to study the art of self-defence and 
they rapidly became its chief exponents. 

The full political emancipation of Jews was 
not obtained, jn England, until 1866. Naturally 
enough it was opposed, as it had been opposed 
during the previous half century. and Mr. 
Rubens is able to include a number of carica- 
tures reflecting the progress of the campaign. 
Other caricatures show the Jew as financier and 
the Jew as the wearer of (to Western eyes) 
Strange costumes, usually of an Oriental kind. 
There are Jewish trade cards and letter headings 


and, of course, Jewish portraits, such being Mr. 


Rubens’s speciality. Among the most interest- 
ing is the engraved portrait of “Joseph Siiss 
Oppenheimer,” with his confident air. his fine 
wig, and his richly embroidered coat. The book 
concludes with an appendix to the author's 
“ Anglo-Jewish Portraits.” There is a valuable 
“ List of Painters, Engravers, and Publishers ” 
and an excellent index. There is a wealth of 
illustrations, well reproduced, and the whole 
production is worthy of this splendid monument 
of Mr. Rubens’s devotion and research.

Henriques lived at the Oxford and 
Bermondsey Mission, and when he 
came down from Oxford he made his 
first contact with the East End Jews. 
as a resident of Toynbee Hall. Before 
the First World War they were .con- 
centrated in certain districts, as uninte- 
grated into English life as he himself 
was integrated. The Judaism of most 
of the immigrants was strictly Ortho- 
dox; in their children the bonds of 
Yiddish - speaking 


Orthodoxy were 
loosened, with nothing to take its 
place. The solution was not to be 


found in giving money. or even in 
working on a committee, as : Basil's 
parents had done. It needed personal 
Service. 

So, when Henriques went down 
from Oxford in 1913 he founded the 
Oxford and St. George's Lads’ Club 
in two rooms in Cannon Street Road. 
Stepney, it being named after the 
ecclesiastical parish in St. George’s- 
in-the-East. Its aims were fourfold. 
as Henriques himself says: “ To make 
Judaism, as I interpreted it. the 
inspiration of the lives of the mem- 
bers; to imbue them with = English 
traditions and English ideals and a 
love for England: to help them to 
assimilate with their fellow-citizens 
and yet to remain ardent Jews: and 
to develop in each one of them that 
innate good which I knew existed 
within them all.” 


* * * 


The next stage was the founding of 
a Jewish Girls Club near by in Betts 
Street. Rose Loewe, who had taught 
first ald in the boys’ club, was «in 
charge. In 1916 she became Mrs. 
Basil Henriques. 

Meanwhile, Henriques had joined 
up in the 3rd Battalion of the Buffs 
and, in 1915. was seconded as a 
captain to the Tank Corps. For his

Accurate Estimates Difficult 


Because of these difficulties there 
is no foolproof method of obtaining 
accurate estimates, In certain countries 
figures concerning the distribution of 
Jewish population were at one time 
derived from three main sources 
death-rate, marriage-rate, and schoo! 
records. But because of the tremen- 
dous increase in intermarriage and the 
reluctance of many parents to register 
their children as Jews at school, this 
system is today unsatisfactory.

teristics of Jew and non-Jew are the 
same. that the average size of Jewish 
families. for example, is the same as 
non-Jewish. Unfortunately (that is 
for the purpose of computing esti- 
mates). this is rarely the case. 
From the estimates published in the 
1955 edition of “The Jewish Year 


Book” (now on sale), we find that 
there are now 11.737.000 Jews—on!l\ 
about half a million more than at 


the turn of the century. A glance at 
the table above gives some indication 
of the unprecedented shift in the dis- 
tribution of the Jewish population 
since 1900, when the vast majority of 
Jews—82.8 per cent-—-were concen- 
trated in the ghettoes and cities of 
Europe. The wholesale transplanta- 
tion that followed in the next half- 
century was, of course, the result of 
persecution and economic pressures 
in Eastern Europe both before and 
after the First World War; Hitler's 
terror campaign against the Jews; the

régimes in the satellite countries ; and 
the establishment of the State of 
Israel. At the outbreak of the Second 
World War the number of Jews was 
estimated at 16,763,000, the majority 
(10,000,000) in Europe. But several 
million died as a result of Hitlers 
extermination policy.

The third largest Jewish centre and, 
apart from the United States and 
Russia, the only country with a Jewish 
population of more than a million, is 
Israc!|, which has now passed the 
1.500.000 mark (on June 1, 1954. the 
official figure was 1,496,807), With 
the growth of Israel there has been 
a simultaneous decline in the Jewish 


communities under Moslem domina- 
tion, particularily in Asia, where 
(including Israe!) 1,626,800 Jews are 
situated. The ancient 100,000- 
strong community in Iraq has been 
virtually liquidated (only 9.000 
remain) as a result of the flight to 


Israe! which followed the introduction 


of discriminatory measures against the 
Jews.

And because of 
increased assimilation, the modern ten- 
dency towards small famles in 
Western countries, and the almost cer- 
tain extinction (under present condi- 
tions) in the next few decades of 
Soviet Jewry and the commumiies 
the satellite countries, the size of world 
Jewry, as far as one can judge at 
present, is likely to diminish further.

ENTRY OF JEWS INTO 
SOUTH AFRICA 


Minister's Statement Criticised 
From our C orrespondent 


JOHANNESBURG 

A recent statement by Mr.- Eric 
Louw, the South African Minister of 
Finance, that the entry of Jews into 
the country would “ become an issue.” 
has been strongly criticised in Jewish 
circles here. 

The Minister's statement was made dur- 
ing an interview with Mr Rene MacColl. 
correspondent of the London Dairy 
Express. Mr. Louw said: “ Just afte: 
the advent of the Hitler régime there was 
an enormous influx of Jews into. this 
country and there followed a very strong 
reaction against further Jewish immigre 
tion. After all. ut stands to reason. That 
fecling was not confined to the Nationa- 
list Party. but was evident among all 
sections of the population. So in [937 
being then in Opposition. ] introduced 
a Bill to limu Jewish immigration. Many 
prominent Jews here heartily agreed 
with it. 


“Same in Every Country ” 


“Jewish immigration has dwindled 
now, but if m Started up again nt would 
again become an issue. It would be the 
Same In every country in the world, 
Britain included.” 


In a leading article, the Y1ippiscn 
ZE1IUNG Said: “In $937, Mr. Louw did 
not yet know, perhaps, what Hitle: 
Germany was preparing to do with 


6,000,000 Jews in Europe. But today he 
does know and he also knows that if a 
few thousand more Jews had becn 
admitted here they would have been 
saved from annihilation, But instead of 
lamenting his one-time shortsighicdness 
the Minister boasts about it all . . . he 
even exults about his former attitude 
towards allowing a few thousand perse- 
cuted people to enter.” 

Referring to Mr. Louw’s assertion that 
many prominent Jews had agreed wiih 
the measures proposed in his Bill, the 
paper said: “ The Minister is mistaken 
Until he gives the names of those 
‘prominent’ Jews we shall continuc to 
say that is not true. It seems that Mr. 
Louw approves .. ..a mumerus clausus for 
Jews. If so, it would be good to 
know what the nmumerus clausus is for 
Jews in South Africa. Are we just right 
up to the desirable number or a dozcn 
Jews too many ?”

Haifa Technion 
Commended 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRronicle 


Sin,—The directors of the Haifa 
Technion are to be commended on 
their decision to fix, in the hall of that 
institution, a plaque in memory ol 
their Founding Father, Dr. Pau! 
Nathan. A tribute is equally due to 
your editorial attempt, last week. to 
appreciate the event ‘in its relation 
to the general history of Zionism. 

hat is particularly gratifying is the 
fact that the true significance of the work 
done by the German-Jewish Hilfsverein 
and such men as Paul Nathan, James 
Simon, Bernhard Kahn, and Mark 
Wischnitzer, is steadily being recognised 
in Israel, even among the new gencra- 
tion. After all, it was work that laid 
the foundations of the entire Hebrew 
educational system in Israel, and its his- 
torical import was sadly obscured by the 
highly controversial references in Dr. 
Weizmann’'s autobiography to the leaders 
of German Jewry. 

It is quite true that, in common with 
the Technion authorities, Paul Nathan. 
Hon. Secretary of the Hilfsverem since 
its foundation, was in favour of German 
as the language of instruction for a num- 
ber of Technion subjects. He was, how- 
ever, not guided by any considerations of 
German chauvinism, but solely by the 
thought of the engineers’ future career, 
which seemed to him to be lying mainly 
with the German technical penctration 
of Ottoman Turkey, notably the Baghdad 
railway. 

Other non-technical subjects were to 
be taught in Hebrew. [1 1s particularly 
worth noting that it.was due to his under- 
Standing support that Hebrew was intro- 
duced in the kindergartens, the first stage 
of the Hilfsverein’s fine school system 
(known as “Ezra.” in old Palestine). 
When he died, in 1927, shortly before 
his 70th birthday, the Zionist Executive 
issued a statement affirming that “ it will 
never be forgotten that the deceased was 
the first to found Hebrew kindergaricns 
in Palestine and promote, to a high 
degree. the revival of our language.” 

As his private secretary from 1911 to 
1914. I have an exact recollection of 
Nathan's hopes and plans in establishing 
the Technion and devising its curriculum. 
He was certainly the force that put life 
into the whole project. But for him the 
Technion would never have received the 
ample finance that came from men like 
Schiff and Wissotzky. [I shall never 
forget the conferences with Ahad Ha’‘am, 
Shmaryahu Levin, and others, and a 
frequent visitor in Nathan's house was 
Leo Motzkin, especially in the days of 
the Beilis trial (1913). 

While himself not a practising Jew 
Nathan was never found wanting when 
the cause of his brethren cried out fo: 
fellow-fecling and active and constructive 
help. What he did for the Jews of Eastern 
Europe and the Balkans. by dint of his 
vigorous personality and his far-flung 
connections, may be read in the 
biography which onc of his younger 
friends. Dr. Ernst Feder, published in 
1929 Polttk und Humaniadt: Paul 
Nathan, ein Lebensbild He may in 
truth be said to have built a bridgc 
between Jews in West and East, a bridge 
which even today, even in the State of 
Israel, every effort must be bent upon 
Maintaining secure,

NON-JEWS IN AJ.Y. CLUBS 
Misleading the Parents 


To the Editor of THe JewisH 


Sirn.—Mr. G. Davis, in his letter of 
last week concerning non-Jews in 
Jewish clubs, is evidently confused as 
to what “ would appear to be almost 
the identical type of seclusion of reli- 
gious bodies.” So let me concentrate 
on the main issue. 

If a Jew is refused admission to an 
undenominational golf club, hotel, etc.., 
he naturally resents that; but if he is not 
accepted as a member of an organisation 
which calls itself Christian  (e.e., 
Y.M.C.A., church clubs, etc.), obviously 
he would not be justified in “ feeling 
extremely hurt and annoyed.” 

Conversely, no rational non-Jew would 
resent not being accepied as a mem- 
ber of a specifically named Jewish organi- 
sation. Furthermore, I maintain that 
Jewish parents are being misled by con- 
stituent clubs (whatever their label), who 
accept non-Jewish members and at the 
same time are affiliated to the Association 
for Jewish Youth.

THE SHEKEL CAMPAIGN 


Symbol of Zionism 
To the Editor of THe Jewisu 


Sin,—You have rendered a service 
to the Zionist Movement by featuring 
the shekel campaign and the prepara- 
tions for the 24th Congress as your 
main editorial last week. There are 
certain points mentioned by you which 
deserve further elucidation: 

(1) The theory that the importance of 
the Zionist Organisation has diminished 
since the establishment of the State is 
often being propagated; it does not bear, 


however, any objective examination. 
First, Israel is still struggling for its 
existence and survival. Secondly, the 


idea that the sole purpose of Zionism was 
to achieve Statehood for the Jews in 
Palestine is a fallacy ; its goal is kibbutz 
galuyot. Thirdly, before the establish- 
ment of Israel the Zionist Movement was 
based mainly on longings and dreams; 
today it is engaged in the hard process 
of State building. The importance of 
Zionism has not diminished since 1948; 
quite the contrary, it has grown to a 
very considerable extent. 

(2) “covenant” signed between 
the Government of Isracl and the Jewish 
Agency deals only with the latter's activity 
im the State itself; it does not affect the 
status of the Zionist Movement in the 
Diaspora. 

(3) The problem of the reorganisation 
of the Zionist Organisation and its adjust- 
ment to new conditions formed the sub- 
ject of vigorous discussions at every mect- 
ing of the Actions Committee since April, 
1948 ; it was considered at the last Zionist 
Congress. Some changes were made; 
some organisational proposuls still form 
a subject of controversy. It is easier to 
speak about reorganisation than to come 
forward with detailed suggestions which 
are likely to strengthen the Movement 
and can count on the support of the 
majority assembled in Congress. There 
is no doubt that organisational issucs 
will occupy a central place at the forth- 
coming Jerusalem assembly. 

(4) While the Keren Hayesod and the 
Jewish National Fund are separate insti- 
tulions they work under the control of 
the World Zionist Congress and the 
Actions Commitice, which determine the 
main lines of policy and appoint 
the Directorate. It ts only natural that the 
Zionist Movement—which works in many 
fields—should have a number of sub- 
sidiary bodies.

Guardians Explain Decision 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—In view of the report and 
letters appearing in THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE with reference to the 
closing of the Samuel and Myer 
Home, it is desired to make it plain 
that the sole reason for closing this 
Home was due to the fact that in the 
changed and improved circumstances 
of today there are practically no 
orphan boys of the type for whom 
this Home was established and 
administered since 1920. 

The Board’s decision to close it was 
taken with the utmost deliberation (the 
matier was under consideration for over 
a year), and only after the fullest con- 
sullation, discussion, and inquiry, not 
only within the Board, but with all 
bodies, including the Jewish Orphanage, 
Norwood, and people outside it who 
were thought likely to be of assistance. 

It only remains to state that satisfactory 
arrangements have been made for the 
few boys residing in the Home at the 
time of its closing. In accordance with 
the decision of the Board, the Trust 
Fund will be kept intact, so that should 
circumstances change, and the need ever 
arise im the future, the Home can be 
re-cStablished, thereby ensuring the per- 
petuation of the names of Gerald Samuel 
and Denzil Myer, whose great work for 
Jewish boys at the beginning of this 
century 1s still remembered by so many 
with gratitude and affection.

Rabbi Maybaum on Danger 
of Nationalism 
To the Editor of THe Jewisu Curonicrie 


Siz,—I would like to reply to Mr. 
E. Frankel who, in his letter in your 
issue of last week, referred to my 
lecture which I gave to the Society for 
Jewish Study on the occasion of the 
25th anniversary of the death of Franz 
Rosenzweig. Mr. Frankel did not 
hear my lecture and relied on the few 
reported sentences which cannot con- 
vey my exposition of Franz Rosen- 
zweig's philosophy. 

I do all I can to make English speak- 
ing Jewry acquainted with Franz Rosen- 
zweig. but refrain from canonising him 
Mr. Frankel is in danger of dome so, 
because he overlooks the fact that our 
own attiude to Zionism can no longer 
be that of Franz Rosenzweig. 

At the ume of Franz Rosenzweig no 
one could foresee the situation as it 
exists since the establishment of the State 
of Israel. How this new situation can 
be misinterpreted is shown by an answer 
which Israch students in London gave to 
antisemitic landladics who refused to Ic! 
rooms to. Jews. They sand: “We are 
not Jews, we are Israchs.” Instead of 
arguing whether this story ts true of 
not. we should realrse that with the 
establishment of the State of Isracl a 
political idealism exists which is not the 
faith of our fathers. the fa:th in the God 
of Abraham. Isaac. and Jacob. but the 
noble fascination im that creative work 
which the State offers to man. We can 
serve the State of Western man We 
do so as British citizens here im this 
country. as our brothers and sisters in 
isracl do as Israeli ciizens. An cxposi- 
tion of Judaism which makes it 
impossible for the Jew to be a citizen of 
the State of Western man is 4 
misinterpretation of Judaism. But where 
political activily becomes a substitute for 
man’s duty to worship God, the dange’ 
of totalitarianism is imminent 

Today. Franz Rosenzweig’s work is of 
as much importance as in the ‘twenties: 1 
shows the iron logic which leads from 
a noble idealism to nationalism and 
eventually to barbarism. The inevitable

Pianist’s First Recital 
in England

Born in Turkey, reared in Israel, 
educated in Australia—such an inter- 
national atmosphere is bound to have 
an effect on any girl. It has had a 
profound influence on the life of 26- 
year-old Harriet Nemenoff, who has 
also lived in France, Canada, and 
London, the last named being where 
she has settled for the — being. 

Miss Nemenoff is the pianist daughter 
of Mrs. Esya Nemenoff, rome Kee of the 
Executive of the Women’s International 
Zionist Organisation in Israel. 

Harriet, more familiarly known as 
Hetty, Nemenoff had her first musical 
triumph in Australia in 1948, when she 
won the Concerto Festival in Melbourne 
~—she played the Khachaturian Piano 
Concerto. Although until then she had 
been siudying architecture, she now 
began to take her musical career more 
seriously. After winning a Performer’s 
Diploma at the University of Melbourne 
Conservatorium in 1949, she went to

There she studied under Marcel 

who had been the teacher of 
Hephziba Menuhin, sister of Yehudi 
Menuhin, but funds eventually ran out 
and she went on to Canada to join her 
father in Montreal. 

Harnet Nemenoffs name had been 
familiar in the concert halls and on the 
platforms of Australia and France-——she 
gave concerts, recitals, and many charity 
performances but she was quite 
unknown in Canada; so she had to 
Siart all over again by giving piano 
lessons. Within two months she had 
more than twenty pupils. Then, after 
winning the Ouawa Music Festival, she 
decided in 1952 to come to London. 

Since then life has been very hard 
work tor ths young pianist. Unknown 
and friendicss. in a Sirange country, she 
had to earn her living—which she 
by again lessons. Also she 
spent much of her Ume practising 
Studying. under Joseph Cooper. 
assistan Claudio Arrau. - All 
was in preparation for her first 
moment in London. It came- 
Monday at the Royal Festival Hall, Ali 
her studying, all her work and training 
were centred on this, her first. public 
appearance in England: and it was well 
worth waiting for. 

Miss Nemenoffi thinks that her experi- 
ence through travelling has been of great 
benefit in her piano playing. By learning 
under different masters she has studied 
different methods of approach and points 
of view. “It has helped me make up 
my own mind with regard to my music,” 
she said,

This week ] have chosen 
a Story from the first book of “Esdras,’ 
which tries to answer a very interest- 
INZ Question. 

hat is the most powerful thing 
on carth’? I suppose many of you 
would have to think very hard before 
‘ou made your choice. Let us see how 
three royal pages tried to answer this 
question, Over two thousand years 
ago. 

There were once three young pages 
at the royal court of King Darius of 
Persia. They said to one another 
“ Let us write down what is the most 
powerful thing on earth. and let the 
King decide which js the wisest. so 
that he may give him great gifts. and 
honour him with a golden chariot and 
a golden chain round his neck.” When 
Darius heard about this, he was very 
amused and sat down with hic judges 
an officers in the council-chamber to 
hear what the Pages had to say. 

Ihe first one said: “ My Lord. | 
think that wine is the most powerfu! 
thing on earth, Men who drink too 
much of it lose their senses. and it 
thus makes king and subject. poor and 
rich, equal. It compels men to do the 
things, they hecome drunk 
and quarrel, yet when they are sober 
they ‘become friends immediatel, 
Surely wine is the mo« powerful thing 
if it Can make man act in this way.” 


Mightiest of All 


Ihe second Page said. The King 
iS the powerful thing on earth. The 
life and death of hig subjects is in 
his hands. He can decide war or 
peace, sending man to hi< doom or 
letting him live happily at home 
Everyone must Pay taxes to him and 
fulfil his slightest wish, whereas the 
king sits in his palace, while every- 
one does his bidding without question.” 

The third page then Stepped for- 
ward and said, “ Woman is the most 
powerful thing on earth. but truth 
conquers ail. It is the woman who 
gives birth to the king and his sub- 
jects. Man leaves his parents to Make 
a4 new home for his wife - he toils all 
day, and even sails the Seven seas to 
bring back riches for her. But in 
spite of this, truth is more powerful 
than wine, king. and woman : for they 
are sometimes unrighteous and pass 
away from the earth. but truth is ever 
righteous and is eternal. Truth turns 
man away from all evil, for truth has 
the strength and maiest, of all ages.’ 

Thereupon the king said, “ You are 
the wisest of the three You shall be 
honoured and sit by my side, and be 
called my kinsman.”

Obituary 
MR. SAUL DOFFMAN 


The death occurred recently in 
Northampton of Mr. Saul Doffman, who 
was a former member of the Town 
Council and was for several years 
President of the Jewish congregation. 

Mr. Doffman was born 77 years ago 
in Stoke-on-Trent and settled in 
Northampton as a young man. In 1934 
he was elected President of the 
Northampton Chamber of Trade. He 
was first elected to the Town Council in 
1934 as a Liberal. A few years later he 
went over to the Labour Party and in 
1940 was returned as representative of 
the Casth Ward, which he continued to 
represent until his retirement in 1954. He 
served on the Libraries and Art Gallery 
Committee and on the Rating and 
Valuation, Public Health, and Education 
Commitiees. For 10 years he was a 
Governor of the Northampton Grammar 
School, and on his retirement from the 
Board he founded a University Prize 
Fund. At the Northampton Grammar 
School for Girls he endowed an English 
prize which his wife had given cach 
year until her death in 1935. 

He is survived by his son, Mr. Lyon 
N. Doffman, who is President of the 
Younger Members branch of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. 

A memorial service at the Northampton 
Synagogue on Sunday last was attended 
by the Mayor and Mayoress (Ald. and 
Mrs. J. V. Collier), and members of the 
Corporation, and the memorial address 
was given by the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, 
President of the Board of Deputies. 


MR. REUBEN ECKER 


Mr. Reuben Ecker, who died recently 
in London at the age of 62, was a civil 
servant for 40 years (until his retirement 
two years ago) and a keen communal 
worker. 


During the last war he was [}eputy 


Director of an important division of the 
Ministry of Food. After his retirement 
he became Economic Adviser to a group 
of South African companies in the City 
which specialised in canned foods. 

Mr. Ecker was one of the founders of 
Habonim and was for some years a 
membe of the Regent's Park and Belsize 
Park Synagogue. 


Mr. Cuartes Ectis, of London, N.W.3, 
writes: “In the Habonim movement 
Reuben Ecker played an active part in 
training Jewish youth. At the Ministry 
of Food he was highly esteemed bv his 
colleagues and loved by his staff. A man 
of outstanding intellect, he was never- 
theless the most tolerant of men; he was 
never heard to make an unkind remark.”

Mr. Harry Fagin, who died last Friday 
while on holiday in Jersey, was associated 
with a number of Liverpool communal 
organisations. He was Hon. Secretary of 
the Home for Aged Jews and Chairman 
of its house commiiteec, and last Novem- 
ber was elected a Trustee. He was also 
Hon. Secretary of the Merseyside Jewish 
Representative Council, and for many 
years he had been an executive officer of 
Childwall Congregation, of whose original 
building committee he was at first Hon. 
Secretary and later Chairman. He was 
the congregation's first and only Secretary 
for Marriages, an office he held at the 
time of his death.

Persecution of Jews 
“Better Concealed” 


WASHINGTON 

A Congressional Committee on 
Communist aggression said in a special 
report this week that the persecution 
of Jews in the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe was now “ less widely 
advertised and better concealed’ than 
it was before Stalin's death: in 1953. 

“ The existence of a world-widé Jewish 
conspiracy against the Communis: 
régimes remained an article of fanh for 
all Communists,” the report said. The 
charges levelled against all Jewish leaders 
all over the world in the treason trial ol 
Rudolf Slansky. Secretary-General of the 
Czech Communist Party, .were not 
retracted, but were repeated again and 
again. 

The report reviewed the “doctors 
plot’ of 1953, when Several doctors. 
mostly Jews, were arrested on charges of 
murdering high Soviet officials “on 
orders of the world Zionist conspiracy. — 
and said this started a campaign of mass 
terror which continued for two months 
until Stalin's death. 

Except for the 13 released Moscow 
doctors, the report said. “ no victims of 
the anti-Jewish measures were publicly 
rehabilitated: Zionism remained = a 
criminal offence: hundreds of former 
Zionist leaders in the satellite countries 
languished in gaol; Jewish communal! 
activities were proscribed as before: 
and emigration remained forbidden.”
